A GEORGE WASHINGTON STUDENT 
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College Students and Compulsory 


By ROBERT SHOSTECK 


B N THE last decade we have seen the 
steady growth of courses of instruc- 
tion in military training in the col- 
leges and universities of the United 
States. As long as such courses re- 
mained optional, there was ^o definite student 
reaction to them. However, when as a result of 
\ the passage of ^the National Defense Act, the 
compulsory feature of military training was in- 
\ troduced into most 0 / our land-grant colleges, and 
in other state and federal supported institutions, 
occasional arid sporadic rebellions broke out, gen- 
erally subsiding quickly,, without result. One 
1 such 'Outbreak, that at the College of the City of 
New York, blessed with determined leadership 
- 1 and A strong anti-military sentirtient, succeeded 

in forcing the abolition of the compulsory fea~ 
ture. But these were extremely few and far be> 
tween ; hardly noticeable. / ‘f' \ 

Figures 1 taken from Wan Department statis- 
tics, indicate the extent to Which military train- 
ing has groWn in colleges in lesb than a decade. 
In 1928-29, x 314 institutions gave niilitary trairi- 
l- ing coUrses with War Department aid. 284 of 
' these reported 142,260 cadets and 1,718 War De- 
partment instructors. Nearly all of these were 
enrolled under the R. 0. C. at a cost to the 
j government of $10,090,000. Military training is 
^ compulsory i*n l&Q\>f $h© 284 institutions report- 
ing, and it affects over 75,000 college men.: Con-, 
trasted to this huge expenditure of money, force 
and time* may be noted the facit that in the same 
'year, but 6,226 men completed the course and re- 
ceived their commissions l v , 

\ v The student reaction to the compulsory feature 
j*of military training has grown steadily. Free- 
dom from peace-time conscription is A boasted 
Anglo-Saxon tradition. Students not onty ob- 
jected to this obnoxious infringement upon their 
liberty, but saw irt it an insidious anomaly. In 
a word, student leaders and thinkers began to 
realize that militarism had no place in a college 
curriculum nor in education in general. The 
thinking minority or students insisted that they 
had a right to voice their opinion and decide upon 
v a matter Which v sci vitally affected them. Such 


sity. Such things as strikes are frequent-wit- 
ness the strident riots in Spain. \ 

At a meeting of tfie Intercollegiate Student 
Council, the student organization of the League 
for Industrial Democracy, held in New York in 
December, 1^30, the delegates, representing 49 
Eastern Liberal Clubs, voted to initiate a cam- 
paigri against compulsory' military training on a 
national scale. They assessed themselves an 
amount sufficient to cover the printing of several 
thousand copies of a petition, drawn up by a,/ 
committee, and distributed it to all colleges and 
universities in the United States. This petition 
of protest requested that Congress consider the 
mandate pf student opinion in a matter which so 
vitally concerns it, and to outlaw the compulsory 
feature 6f \military training, since such training 
taught; doctrines contrary to the principles of 
American government; since it idealized war — iri- 
consistent With the Kellogg Pact outlawing War; 
and since tile majority pf student opinion was op- 
posed to military training. \ '*;> 

Besides this petition, a definite plan of action 
was mapped out Anti-military meetings Were 
held pn nearly all campuses. Speakers were sent 
out to Bpeak on it and arouse interest in it 
With hardly ovet a month’s time, the Council 
collected between 10,000 and 12,000 signatures, 
and the mass votes of numerous assemblies and 
sympathetic organizations. The Intercollegiate 
Student Council, through its monthly bulletin apd 
frequent circulars, spread interest in this cam- 
paign among its 125 clubs and affiliated organi- 
zations, urging meetings, signatures to petitions, 
local publicity, rind a delegation tp Washington. 

On February 21, 1931, a delegation of 45 stu- 
dent leaders came to Washington, these students 
representing large and active organizations lii/ 
Harvard, Swarthmore, U. of Maryland, Yale, 
Bryn Mawr, Howard, Johns Hopkins, Univ. of 
Wisconsin, Vassar,\ George Washington Univer- 
sity, and Columbia University?
